Companions  : — I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  finances  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  so  far  as  they  have  passed  through  my  hands  during 
the  past  masonic  year. 

The  balance  of  the  contingent  fund,  remaining  in  my  hands  at 
the  close  of  the  last  annual  convocation,  amounting  to  four  hundred 
and  nineteen  dollars,  as  shown  by  my  report  then  made,  has  been 
paid  over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  and  his  receipt  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted.    See  account  marked  (A). 

The  amount  of  "Dues"  received  at  the  last  annual  convocation  was 
four  hundred  and  eighty-two  ($482)  dollars.
